HI' .Irrusalem artichoke is known 
I" yond any doutit to possess, under 
anythinu' like proper lianilling, 
great value) ill swine husbandliiig. 

When properly cared for, with 
this object \l\ view, these arti- 
chokes are planted in rows thirty 
inches apart, and eighteen inches 
from plant to plant in the rows. 
They aru afterward cultivated the 
same way as potatoes. 

And now as to liarvesting the 
crop. Tho cnip can be Katliered 
and stored much as lb., ciop of po- 
tatoes aru gathered aiid stored. 
< Iften, if not mostly, tile style of 
harvi.-tiii>r i- far otherwise. In 
this case tlie sw im are turned In
